1958  Report 

of  the 

Board  of  Selectmen 

At    the  ihe    year, 

1953,  <\  newly  elected  Board  of 
Selectmen  (election  was  less  than 
two  months  prior  to  January  1, 
19581  presided  over  the  municipal 
affairs  of  the  people  of  Saugus. 
While  it  was  a  "new"  board,  all 
of  the  Selectmen,  Mr.  Vernon  W. 
Evans.  Mr.  Myron  D.  Donoghue, 
Mr.  Samuel  Ludwig.  Mr.  David 
R.  Nagle,  and  Mr.  Albion  R.  Rice 
had  served  previously  as  Select- 
men. 

In  just  one  month  after  the 
start  of  the  year.  Mr.  Daniel  Mc- 
Lean resigned  (February  3,  1958) 
as  town  manager  of  Saugus  to 
accept  another  position.  Since  the 
manager  is  the  key  instrument 
in  the  administration  of  the  town, 
and  since  he  is  responsible  to  the 
Selectmen  for  the  proper  opera- 
tion of  the  town,  a  vacancy  or 
change  in  this  position  always  has 
a  disrupting  influence  in  the  or- 
derly  efficient  administration  of 
the    town's    business. 

In  accordance  with  the  provi- 
sions of  the  law  under  which 
Saugus  functions  as  a  town, 
temporary  town  manager  was  ap- 
pointed forthwith  to  occupy  the 
position  of  town  manager  until  a 
duly  appointed  permanent  town 
manager  could  take  over  the  re- 
sponsibilities of  administration  of 
the  town. 

The  temporary  town  manager 
held  the  position  for  a  period  of 
three  months  until  May  14,  1958 
when  Mr.  John  B.  Kennedy  was 
selected  from  nine  candidates  to 
be  the  permanent  town  manager 
of  Saugus.  Mr.  Kennedy  came  to 
Saugus  with  a  background  of 
many  years  experience  in  muni- 
cipal management  and  adminis- 
tration. 

The  year's  end  saw  him  in  the 
office  of  manager  for  the  short 
period  of  seven  months.  In  this 
time  he  has  picked  up  the  loose 
ends  of  the  plans  and  projects  of 
those  who  preceded  him.  During 
1959,  Mr.  Kennedy  will  have  the 
opportunity  to  formulate  his  own 
program,  and  his  work  can  only 
be  assessed  in  the  future.  We  ai 
confident  that  Saugus  will  benefit 
from  the  manager's  many  years 
of  experience  in  municipal  admin- 
istration. 

Saugus  has  bad  an  ever  In- 
creasing number  of  new  citizens 
coming  here  from  other  commun- 
ities in  recent  years.  There  has 
been  over  $1,000,000  of  new  home 
construction  each  year  over  the 
period  of  the  last  ten  to  twelve 
years.  With  this  new  housing  have 
come  hundreds  of  new  Saugus  ci- 
tizens, taxpayers  all.  Because  of 
this  fact  it  should  be  pointed  out 
for  their  benefit,  and  others  woo

Town  Manager 

To  the  Citizens  of  Saugus: 

Submitted,  herewith,  are  the 
various  reports  of  Town  Officers, 
Town  Officials  and  Department 
Heads. 

The  duties  of  your  Town  Mana- 
ger were  assumed  by  me  on  May 
20,  1958.  The  budget  had  been 
prepared,  the  Town  Meeting  held 
and  the  Town  had  been  adminis- 
tered in  1958  up  to  that  time  by 
a  permanent  Manager  and  a  tem- 
porary Manager. 

Upon  assuming  my  office  I  held 
many  meetings  with  the  Chair* 
man  and  other  members  of  the 
Finance  Committee.  Department 
Heads  and  Town  Officials  to  get 
the  perspective  I  needed  to  carry 
out  the  duties  of  the  office.  My 
first  job  was  to  determine  as  near 
as  I  could  the  intent  of  the  Town 
Meeting  as  to  what  the  various 
monies  appropriated  were  to  be 
spent  for. 

As  near  as  it  was  possible  to 
do  so  I  spent  the  money  appro- 
priated for  the  purpose  for  which 
it  was  intended  and  even  though 
the  budget  was  very  thin  we  ran 
the  Town  within  the  budget  ap- 
propriations and  did  not  call  for 
any  Special  Town  Meetings  for 
any  other  money  for  Town  opera- 
tions. 

We  did,  however  have  to  have 
an  emergency  authorization  to  re- 
place the  heating  boiler  In  the 
Town  Hall  which   gave   out.

ere  uninformed,  that  (he  Saugus 
Board  of  Selectmen,  elected  by 
the  people,  acts  as  a  Board  ol 
Directors  does  in  the  operation  of 
a  private  business  corporation. 
The  town  manager  Is  comparable 
to  the  President  of  a  private  cor- 
poration. 

In  addition  to  its  responsibility 
In  overseeing  the  management  of 
lhe  (own  ogvemment,  the  Select- 
men have  separate  and  distinct 
duties  apart  from  the  manager 
form  of  government.  These  duties 
are  spelled  out  in  the  General 
Laws  of  the  State  and  the  by-laws 
or  the  town. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  sits  as 
the  liquor  licensing  authority  and 
issues  each  year  licenses  to  those 
who  engage  in  the  sale  of  liquor 
in  the  town.  Fees  from  licenses 
issued  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
amounted  to  $17,741.00.  Liquor  li- 
cense fees  amounted  to  J16.I51.0O 
«nd  $1,590.00  represented  the  in- 
come from  all  other  types  of  li- 
censes   issued. 

The  liquor  law  enforcing  agency 
for  the  Board  of  Selectmen  is,  of 
course,  the  Police  Department. 
Violations  of  the  liquor  laws  are 
the  subject  of  hearings  held  by 
the  Board. 

Numerous  hearings  have  been 
held  during  the  year  on  petitions 
to  excavate  and  remove  soil.  This 
matter  has  become  increasingly 
important  and  requires  constant 
vigilance  by  the  Board  because 
of  the  obvious  damage  which  can 
be  done  to  the  town  if  the  up- 
rooting of  our  lands  is  not  held 
In    check. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  holds 
auctions  of  tax  title  properties 
and  the  sales  in  1958  amounted 
to  $13,889.00.  While  this  income 
is  good  for  the  town,  what  is 
more  important  is  the  fact  that 
hundreds  of  lots  of  land  become 
once  again  yearly  sources  of 
revenue  for   the   town. 

The  present  and  forseeable 
needs  of  Saugus  are  pavement 
of  miles  of  streets,,  the  extending 
of  obsolete  water  mains,  and  the 
extension  of  water  mains,  new 
school  house  construction,  and  an 
additional  fire  station.  These 
needs  are  obvious  to  all  and 
there  is  agreement  among  all  re- 
sponsible officials  of  the  town 
With   respect   to   these    matters. 

Unfortunately  more  than  offi- 
cial agreement  is  necessary  for 
fulfilling  these  needs  of  the  town, 
and  that  is  the  money  to  provide 
lor  these  projects. 

It  is  the  considered  opinion  of 
the  present  Board  of  Selectmen, 
all  of  whom  have  devoted  many 
years  in  the  interest  and  welfare 
of  the  Town  of  Saugus,  that  the 
only  local  solution  to  our  needs 
for  additional  monies  to  meet  the 
ever  increasing  demands  of  our 
citizens  for  services  is  industrial 
development  in  Saugus.  We  must 
attract  to  Saugus  business  and  in- 
dustry which  through  taxation  will 
provide  the  necessary  additional 
revenue  to  build  our  roads,  our 
schools,  to  expand  our  sewer  sys- 
tem, and  the  other  obvious  ne- 
cessities for  our  fast  growing: 
community. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  are 
quite  aware  of  the  burden  of  tax- 
ation on  our  people  In  Saugus 
where  practically  all  of  our 
homes  are  single  family  dwell- 
ings which  bear  the  load  practi- 
cally alone  in  providing  the  mon- 
ey for  operating  the  town  govern* 
j i it- nt  and  the  schools.  The  cost 
of  the  additional  needs  and  ser- 
vices exceed  what  our  residential 
population  can  pay  for  local  gov- 
ernment and  education. 

The  pyramiding  costs  of  educa- 
tion which  are  about  to  exceed 
the  combined  costs  for  all  the 
rest  of  our  town  government  have 
forced  a  curtailment  and  prevent- 
ed any  real  appreciable  progress. 
It  should  be  made  quite  clear 
to  our  citizens  that  our  laws  have 
divided  the  responsibility  of  bud- 
geting between  our  town  mana- 
ger, who  is  responsible  for  the 
general  government  budget,  and 
the  School  Committee  which  Is 
responsible  for  budgeting  costs  of 
education. 

In  the  present  day  it  is  a  very 
difficult  task  for  aU  public  offi- 
cials to  discharge  their  responsi- 
bilities in  adequately  providing 
services  and  at  the  same  time 
to  live  up  to  their  obligations  not 
to  tax  our  citizens  beyond  their 
ability  to  pay. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  will  do 
all  that  it  can  to  provide  the  best 
for  the  town  for  each  tax  dollar 
spent.

PREFACE 

What  has  taken  place  in  the  Saugus  School  System  in  the  past  year 
could  not,  to  an  almost  complete  extent,  have  come  about  without  the 
fine  cooperation  and  warm  spirit  or  the  entire  school  staff. 

To  the  staff  should  go  your  appreciation  for  the  Initial  success  of 
new  ventures  and  the  maintenance  of  previously  established  endeavors. 
It  goes  without  saying  that  the  staff  and  I  could  not  have  operated 
as  successfully  as  we  feel  that  we  have  without  the  confidence  and  ap- 
proval of  the  School  Committee  and  without  the  stimulating  friendliness 
of  so  many  parents  and  citizens. 

My  deep  personal  and  professional  desire  is  to  help  to  bring  about 
in  Saugus  a  truly  superior  school  system,  which  is  to  say,  a  school  system 
that  serves  effectively  the  educational  need  and  interests  of  all  the  pu- 
pils, and  through  the  trained  pupils  the  civic,  social  and  economic  needs 
of  th  community  and  our  American  nation.  The  end  is  attainable  through 
our  combined  efforts  even  though  solutions  must  be  found  to  many  form 
ldable  problems.

Members  of  the  School  Committee 
and  Citizens  of  Saugus: 

In  the  introductory  section  of  last  years  report,  I  stated  that  there 
were  four  areas  in  our  system  to  which  I  planned  to  devote  initial  atten- 
tion. The  areas  are:  The  school  offering  (curriculum);  the  use  and  dis- 
tribution of  school  time;  the  organization  of  'speed  or  learning'  groups 
among  our  pupils;  the  'school  climate'.  The  section  went  on  to  list  the 
'rourteen  objectives'  or  education  that  came  out  of  the  1955  White  House 
Conference  on  Education.• 

This  report  concerns  Itself  with  our  preliminary  efforts  and  progress 
In  the  specified  areas.  The  first  three  areas  are  not  separate  and  distinct; 
they  intertwine. 

•The  fourteen  objectives:  Fundamntal  skills  of  communication; 
appreciation  of  our  democratic  heritage;  civic  rights  and  respon- 
sibilities; respect  and  appreciation  fo  rhuman  values  and  beliefs  of 
others;  ability  to  think  and  evaluate  constructively  and  creatively; 
effective  work  habits  and  self- discipline;  social  competency  as  a 
family  and  community  member;  ethical  values  based  on  a  wnse  of 
moral  and  spiritual  values;  intellectual  curiosity  and  eagerness  for 
lifelong  learning;  esthetic  behavior  and  self-expression  in  the  arts; 
physical  and  mental  health;  wise  use  or  leisure  time,  including 
constructive  pursuits;  understanding  the  physical  world  and  man's 
relation  to  it;  an  awareness  of  our  relationships  with  the  world 
community, 

THE  CURRICULUM  AREA 
The  Iowa  Test  or  Basic  Skills  mew  to  Saugus)  were  administered 
last  spring  in  grades  three  through  nine.  These  tests  measure  skills  in- 
volved in  reading,  work-study,  language  and  arithmetic.  These  skills  are 
crucial  in  the  whole  educational  development  of  the  pupil.  The  test 
results  serve  three  purposes: 

1.  They  provide  teacher  an  dadministrator  with  dependable  know- 
ledge of  the  pupil's  educational  accomplishments  and  abilities, 
to  the  end  that  the  school's  program  may  meet  better  his  needs. 
Interests  and  abilities. 

2.  The  results  supply  teacher  and  school  officials,  and  the  pupil  him- 
self, with  information  calculated  to  assure  the  pupil's  future 
growth. 

3.  The  results  provide  the  entire  school  staff  with  an  objective  and 
dependable    basis  for   evaluating  school  and  class  achievement. 
The  results  assist  in  the  identification  of  the  areas  of  the  school 
program  most  in  need  of  greater  emphasis,  curriculum  reorgan- 
ization and  increased  supervisory  attention. 

It  is  our  intention  to  use  our  findings  in  accordance  with  the  three 
purposes  enumerated;  we  have  already  done  so  to  an  important  extent. 
However,  a  repetition  of  the  test  annually  increases  its  values  to  the 
school  system. 

Science  has  had  a  place  in  the  secondary  school  offering  ever  since 
the  secondary  school  came  Into  being.  Science  has  been  found  in  the 
Junior  high  school  grades  for  more  than  forty  years.  There  has  been 
some  attention  to  science  in  the  upper  elementary  school  grades  ror  a 
long  time,  but  the  subject  has  not  been  stressed.  Science  must  now  be 
strengthened  through  the  entire  grade  range;  it  must  be  given  an  im- 
portant and  definite  place  in  the  elementary  school  program.  Almost 
everyone  is  aware  of  these  facts  and  the  reasons  for  them.  In  Saugus, 
the  subject  of  science  has  now  been  accorded  a  place  In  every  grade;  the 
subject  has  received  specific  attention  by  the  staff  and  continuing  at- 
tention to  purposeful  science  teaching  will  constitute  a  part  of  our  cur- 
riculum study  and  organization. 

Last  year  the  Junior  High  School  staff  carried  on  a  series  of  after- 
noon workshops  devoted  to  curriculum  study.*  The  purpose  of  workshop 
study  is  to  examine,  evaluate  and  reevaluate,  and  improve  the  offering  at 
the  junior  high  school  level.  Inasmuch  as  the  plan  for  the  coming  year 
(this  school  year)  contemplated  an  organization  in  which  there  would  be 
at  least  two  'speed  learning*  groups  In  both  seventh  and  eighth  grades, 
the  study  was  especially  desirable. 

The  high  school  curriculum  underwent  reorganization  and  partial 
revision  last  spring  with  the  changes  to  become  effective  for  the  school 
year  1958-1959.  The  overall  purpose  Is  to  bring  saugus  High  School  into 
the  position  where  the  individual  needs  of  each  pupil  may  be  served 
better  and  the  social-civic  training  demanded  In  American  society  may 
be  given  the  attention  it  merits. 

'(Note:  See  also  Report  of  Mr.  Ash  ton  Davis,  Junior  High  School 
Principal.) 

To  these  ends  five  major  objectives  were  sought: 
L    A  balanced  offering  for  all  pupils  (balanced  In  the  major  fields 
of  English,  social  sciences,  mathematics,  physical  sciences  and,  at 
least,  elementary  cultural  background,) 

2.  The  modernization  of  the  subject  matter  offering. 

3.  A  somewhat  Increased  work  load  for  all  pupils. 

4.  The  establishment  of  specific  course  requirements  desirable,  and 
necessary,  in  the  modern  comprehensive  high  school. 

5.  The  attainment  of  effective  and  efficient  use  of  school  time. 
It  was  recommended  that  the  relatively  recent  practice  of  having 

pupils  elect  their  high  school  program  by  subjects  should  be  discontinued 
in  favor  of  the  former  practice  of  electing  a  'course'.  Accordingly,  the 
following  courses  were  reestablished: 

1.  College  Preparatory  Course 

2.  Scientific  and  Technical  College  Preparatory  Course 

3.  Business  Education — Secretarial  Course 

4.  Business  Education — Clerical  Course 

5.  Civic  Course 

6.  Technical  Industrial  Arts  Course 

7.  Career  Homemaking  Course 
The  subjects  in  the  various  courses  quite  automatically  require  ability 

groupings,  and  the  standards  of  achievements  in  some  courses,  as  well  as 
the  content  are  of  a  higher  order  of  difficulty,  than  are  standards  and 
content  in  other  courses.  However,  all  along  the  line  maximum  standards 
of  achievement  are  being  established  for  all  pupils. 

Dr.  James  Bryant  Conant,  formerly  President  of  Harvard  University 
and  an  outstanding  American  educator,  has  been  conducting  a  two  year 
study  of  American  high  schools.  His  qualifications  to  speak  with  authority 
about  high  school  offerings  are  unquestionable  and  his  opinions  are  tre- 
mendously significant  though  not  completely  beyond  challenge,  of  course. 
Dr.  Conant,  in  the  report  of  his  extensive  study,  recommends,  among 
other  things,  that  the  comprehensive  American  High  School  should: 

1.  Require  of  all  pupils  — 

(a)  four  years  of  English 

(b)  three  or  four  years  of  social  studies  including  two  years  of 
history  and  a  senior  course  in  American  Government 

(c)  a  year  of  mathematics 

(d)  a  year  of  science 
(The  Saugus  High  School  offering  meets  these  requirements  except' 

ing  the  American  Government  requirement  in  (b). 

2.  Require  of  the  academically  talented  — 
(a)  An  additional  three  years  of  mathematics 
(h)  Two  more  years  of  science 
(c)  Four  years  of  a  single  modern  foreign  language. 

(The  Saugus  High  School  offering  does  not  meet  the  four  year  foreign 
language  requirement.  It  does  meet  the  mathematics  requirement  It 
meets  the  science  requirement  in  the  Scientific  and.  Technical  College 


Course,  but  at  present  rails  short  one  year  or  science  in  the  Liberal  Arts 
College  Preparatory  Course.  It  does  not  meet  the  rour  year  single  foreign 
language  requirement,  although  rour  years  of  two  foreign  languages  are 
required  in  the  Liberal  Arts  College  Preparatory  Course;  the  Scientific 
and  Technical  College  Preparatory  Course  does  not,  at  present,  have  any 
foreign  language  requirement.) 

3.  Students  should  be  grouped  by  ability,  subject  by  subject.  The 
highly  gifted  should  have  a  special  counselor  to  see  that  they  will 
take  challenging  courses  to  develop  their  interests. 

(At  Saugus  High  School  pupils  are  grouped  by  ability  in  'courses' 
and  in  effect,  therefore,  in  subjects.)  t 

(There  is  not  a  special  single  counselor  ror  the  highly  gifted.  See  4J 

4.  In  each  high  school  there  should  be  a  full-time  counselor  lor 
each  250  or  300  pupils. 

(Saugus  High  School  does  not  approach  this  requirement  yet.) 
The  school  year  1958-1959  opened  with  a  two  day  Workshop,  the  first 
ever  held  in  Saugus.  It  preceded  the  opening  of  the  elementary  schools 
and  the  junior  high  school,  and  was  planned  through  meetings  of  prin- 
cipals and  teachers,  and,  meetings  of  principals,  Miss  Helen  Brownrlgg, 
Elementary  Supervisor.  Miss  Elizabeth  Byrne  or  the  State  Department  ol 
Education  and  myseir.  (Please  see  the  Workshop  Program  in  Appendix  B.) 
I  have  found  that  Workshops  of  this  type  have  real  professional 
value  and  the  Saugus  Workshop,  I  know,  proved  to  be  of  equal  value  to 
the  whole  system  —  teachers,  and,  therefore,  to  the  pupils. 

Attention  was  concentrated  on  the  Language  Arts  program,  grades 
one  through  eight,  —  an  area  of  such  widespread  importance  that  it  can 
not  receive  too  much  attention,  —  and  to  the  subject  of  science  which 
is  being  given  an  important  place  in  our  offering. 

ORGANIZATION  AREA  —  PUPIL  GROUPINGS 
My  greatest  responsibility  as  your  chief  school  officer  resides  in  the 
character  of  the  value  system  to  which  I  think  we  should  subscribe.  It 
is  a  question,  in  great  pert,  of  what  shall  be  the  quality  of  our  school 
program.  Accordingly,  it  is  incumbent  upon  me  to  promote  excellent  per- 
formance in  every  segment  of  our  school  system.  With  particular  respect 
to  stimulating  every  pupil  to  the  highest  attainment  of  which  he  is  cap- 
able fn  the  intellectual  field,  there  Is  the  demand  that  more  shall  be 
taught  to,  and  that  more  skills  shall  be  developed  in,  every  pupil. 

The  major  purpose  of  our  educational  program  Is  to  promote  a  Using 
and  respect  for  intellectual  and  scholarly  attainment. 

Taking  into  consideration  all  the  factors  under  which  our  schools 
must  operate,  we  have  chosen  the  organizational  scheme  of  ability  group- 
ings, in  an  effort  to  approach  our  major  goal.  There  was  the  need  to 
make  a  choice  among  values,  because  this  type  of  organization  does  have 
some  defects  to  offset  its  advantages. 

In  those  elementary  school  buildings  having  at  least  two  grades  of 
the  same  level,  there  are  ability  groups  (but  there  still  remains  a  wide 
range  of  ability  because  our  classes  are  large).  The  junior  high  school 
grades  are  similarly  organized;  in  the  senior  high  school  the  arrangement 
of  the  offering  in  'courses'  more  or  less  automatically  continues  the  prac- 
tice or  establishing  class  groups  according  to  ability. 

To  a  greater  degree  than  In  the  traditional  scheme  of  mixed  groups, 
the  plan  of  ability  group  serve  all  pupils  in  all  groups  in,  at  least,  the 
following  aspects: 

It  presents  each  pupil  with  work  appropriate  to  his  ability. 
It  stimulates  the  pupil's  interest  because  It  is  neither  too  easy. 
In  the  one  case,  or  presently  too  difficult  in  the  other  case. 
It  permits  much  more  effective  use  of  the  teacher's  time  and  of 
the  pupil's  time  in  school. 

It  assists  in  the  rormation  or  good  work-study  habits,  because  in 
quality,  in  quantity  and  appropriateness  the  work  is  challenging. 
It  creates  an  early  respect  for  intellectual  attainment. 
SCHOOL  TIME  AREA 
School  time  has  been  conserved  to  some  extent  through  the  organiza- 
tion or  ability  groups  in  the  elementary  and  junior  high  school  grades; 
the  time  allowance  has  been  Increased  in  the  senior  high  school  grades  by 
reasonable  lengthening   of  the   school    day.  Further  conservation  of 
school  time  may  be  expected  in  grads  one  through  eight  from  three  other 
sources: 

From  system  use  (teachers  and  officials)  of  the  information  sup- 
plied by  the  Iowa  Test  Results.  Specific  strengths  and  weaknesses 
in  teaching  the  basic  skills  to  the  Individual  pupil  as  well  as 
within  the  whole  grade  range  will  receive  attention  based  on  de- 
finite knowledge  supplied  by  tests  results. 

From  continuing  study  of  the  entire  school  offering  (curriculum 
study)   to  determine  the  relative  values  of  the  subjects  taught, 
the  speed  with  which  teaching  should  take  place  to  attain  mastery 
(or,  at  least  approach  mastery)   and  avoid  so  much  reteachlng. 
From  a  continuing  examination  of  our  teaching  procedures  and 
'  the  encouragement  of  the  most  generally  successful  procedures; 
the  adoption  or  new  procedures;  the  use  of  reference  materials 
and  visual  aids. 
Thus  Tar  there  has  been  no  increase  in  the  length  of  the  school  day 
in  grades  one  through  eight,  but  I  think  the  time  that  would  be  gained 
by  a  reasonable  increase  In  the  length  of  the  day  would-  be  helpful  to 
our  program. 

THE  SCHOOL  CLIMATE  AREA 
To  draw  an  objective  opinion  from  a  subjective  Bppraisal  is  difficult. 
After  something  more  than  a  year's  service  in  this  community,  however, 

I  feel  that  the  attitudes  and  relationships  existing  within  the  staff  and 
within  the  community  are  generally  conducive  to  a  good  'school  climate'. 
To  my  best  knowledge  the  members  of  the  staff  are  finding  more  and 
more  satisfaction  in  their  teaching  experiences  in  Saugus.  The  majority 
of  the  pupil  body  appear  to  enjoy  school  life.  The  parent  organizations 
and  many  individual  parents  display  sympathy,  confidence  and  construc- 
tive Interest  in  the  work  and  operation  of  their  schools.  These  factors 
have  made  and  are  making  for  that  warmth  of  'school  climate'  that  Is 
one  essential  characteristic  of  a  good  school  system,  or  more  specifically, 
an  essential  ingredient  of  aconstxucUve  learning  situation  in  every 
schoolroom. 

Every  effort  to  approach  and  maintain  a  healthy  'school  climate*  is 
merited  —  for  the  sake  of  the  pupils  and  the  sake  of  the  community. 

II  THE  EDUCATIONAL  STAFF 
There  are  177  persons  on  our  educational  staff  this  year  (1958-1959). 

This  number  exceeds  the  number  on  last  year's  staff  by  seven  persons.

In  passing,  It  Is  Interesting  to  note  that  the  1956-1957  personnel  num- 
bered 161  or  nine-less  than  the  1957-1958  staff.  The  Increase  in  numbers 
is  due,  of  course,  to  the  increase  in  pupils  in  Saugus  schools  from  year 
to  year. 

Saugus  lost  twenty-five  teachers  from  its  1967-1958  staff.  However, 
this  loss,  serious  though  it  was,  did  not  come  about  because  twenty-five 
Saugus  teachers  took  teaching  positions  elsewhere.  The  losses  occurred 
as  follows: 

4    persons    Retired. 

6  persons    Left  because  of  pregnancies. 
1    person      Had  National  Science  Award— left  to  study. 

1  person  Went  to  Germany,  but  to  teach. 

2  persons  Left  to  be  married — went  away  with  husbands. 
1  person  Took  Air  Force  assignment. 

7  persons  Present  occupation  not  known.  Some  probably  teaching. 

3  persons    Took  teaching  positions  elsewhere. 
Despite  the  fact  that  various  reasons  accounted  for  our  teacher  loss, 

other  than  the  reasons  of  taking  another  teaching  position,  this  Is  a 
regretably  large  turn-over.  A  year  ago  Saugus  lost  16%  of  Its  teachers; 
this  last  year  about  15%. 

It  was  necessary  to  fill  thirty-four  positions  during  the  late  spring 
and  summer.  This  was  an  almost  needless,  worrysome  job.  It  Is,  in  this 
area  relatively  easy  to  find  people  who  want  to  teach  (except  In  special- 
ized positions),  but  to  find  people  qualified  to  teach  by  experience  and 
training  and,  further,  to  make  choices  among  those  persons  whose  per- 
sonalities and  Interests  appear  attractive,  and,  still  further,  to  select 
persons  having  the  foregoing  qualifications  to  whom  our  salary  scale  is 
satisfactory,  —  all  this  is  arduous  and  time  consuming. 

The  thirty-four  positions  filled  included  the  twenty-five  vacancies) 
caused  by  people  leaving  us,  seven  new  positions  because  of  staff  ad- 
ditions, and  two  positions  occasioned  by  the  elevation  of  two  of  our  tca-

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ehers  to  non-teaching  positions  —  Mr.  William  Flanagan  to  Vice  Principal 
of  the  Junior  High  School  and  Miss  Doris  Lennox  to  the  Supervising 
Prfncipalshlp  of  Sweetser  and  Emerson  Schools.

STATEMENT  OF  FEDERAL  FUNDS  RECEIVED 
UNDER  PUBLIC  LAWS,  CHAPTER  874 

Under  (Federal)  Public  Law,  Chapter  874,  towns  and  cities  having  an 
unusually  large  number  of  pupils  to  educate  because  their  parents  are  em- 
ployed by  certain  defense  agencls  or  employed  in  certain  other  federal 
departments,  receive  federal  money  to  assist  these  towns  and  cities  in  the 
annual  financial  effort  they  must  make.  Saugus,  receive  a  smaU  amount 
of  money  on  this  account. 

The  1957  federal  payment  to  Saugus  was  $28,301.42.  The  money  need 
not  be  spent  in  any  single  calendar  year.  The  1957  School  Report  (page 
4)  shows  that  the  School  Committee  spent  $19,884.86  for  school  purposes 
—  boilers   school  furniture,  equipment  and  school  repairs. 

In    1958   the  School   Committee  received   $25,074   under  Chapter   874. 

Several  important  expenditures  have  been  made;  these  are  listed 
below  At  long  last  the  Junior  high  school  building  has  been  equipped  with 
a  fire  escape  together  with  other  devices  recommended  by  the  Massachu- 
setts Department  of  Public  Safety.  A  second,  important  use  to  which 
these  were  put  was  the  purchase  of  school  room  furniture  for  the  newly 
renovated  junior  high  school  rooms.  „„.„..,

During  the  past  year  I  have  in- 
vestigated approximately  325  com- 
plaints directed  to  me  and  have 
caused  most  of  them  to  be  satisfac- 
torily settled  to  all  concerned. 

I  have  had  a  wide  variety  of  work 
this  year,  working  as  a  Desk  Ser- 
geant along  with  other  duties,  and 
have  spent  much  time  in  court  hav- 
ing prosecuted  more  or  less  cases, 
which  I  hnve  caused  to  have  in 
court. 

During  the  past  year  we  have 
had  70  breaks,  1  hold-up,  28  assault 
and  accosting  cases,  242  larcenies 
and  about  150  damage"  cases  along 
with  a  number,  of  hit  and  run  cases. 
I  have  worked  on  all  cases  and  have 
helped  to  clean  up  and  prosecute 
a  great  number  of  them. 

During  the  past  year  I  believe  we 
investigated  more  bad  check  cases 
than  ever  before  and  with  the  help 
of  Captain  Forni  and  other  police 
departments,  had  restitution  made 
on  well  over  100  cases  and  caused 
other  cases  to  be  prosecuted  in  our 
courts. 

Many  more  cases  might  have 
been  cleared  up  had  I  had  needed 
help  and  a  car  which  should  be  de- 
tailed for  this  department. 

In  closing  I  wish  to  thank  you, 
the   members    of   this   department, 
Town  Officials  and  members  of  the 
School  Department  and  all  others 
who  have  assisted  me  in  helping  to 
minimize  crime  in  this  town.

We  extended  six  fire  hydrants  at 
the  request  of  the  Fire  Department.

Two  hydrants  relocated  and  plac- 
ed on  property  line. 

Our  meter  division  has  repaired, 
tested  and  reinstalled  73  meters; 
also  installed  59  meter  replacements 
(meters  that  cannot  be  repaired  be- 
cause they  are  obsolete)  and  made  5 
meter  tests.  We  installed  148  new 
meters  for  new  homes,  of  this  am- 
ount 57  were  purchased  by  the  buil- 
ders or  contractors. 

The  emergency  section  Is  on  a 
twenty- four  hour  basis  for  emer- 
gency calls.  During  the  normal  8 
hour  working  day  the  slack  hours 
are  used  to  help  in  the  installation 
of  service  connections  and  the 
painting  and  maintenance  of  our 
hydrants. 

A  total  of  9.696  feet  of  new  cast 
iron  cement  lined  water  pipe  was 
installed  and  added  to  our  water 
distributing  system.

The  work  of  this  division  is  in- 
creasing each  year  because  a  large 
percentage  of  our  services  are  very 
old  and  they  are  now  causing  much 
trouble  and  the  division  is  con- 
stantly repairing  or  replacing  them. 
During  1958  this  division  installed 
106  new  water  services,  49  service 
renewals  and  made  39  emergency 
service  repairs,  also  turned  on  38 
water  services  and  shut  off  27  water 
services. 

The  water  division  is  one  of  the 
main  enterprises  of  the  town  and 
the  neglect  of  proper  water  instal- 
lations that  the  town  has  had  over 
the  years  is  constantly  showing  up 
in  needed  repairs. 

The  water  department  maintain- 
ed and  repaired  our  overground 
summer  servicets,  which  are  turned 
on  April  1st  and  shut  off  October 
24th,  at  various  locations  through' 
out  the  town. 

During  1958  five  obsolete  hydrants 
were  repaired  by  our  department,

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1958  Report  of  the  Town  Accountant 

To  The  Town  Manager: 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Chapter  41,  Section  61  of  the 
General  Laws  of  Massachusetts  I  herewith  submit  the  Annual  Report  of 
all    financial    transactions    by    Town   Officials   and    Departments   and 
statement  of  the  Financial  Condition  of  the  Municipal  Government  for 
the  year  ending  December  31,  1958. 

TOWN  INDEBTEDNESS 

On  January  1,  1958  the  sum  of  $2,794,000  was  outstanding  in  bonded 
debt.  During  the  year  1958  $48,000  matured  on  Sewer  Bonds,  $15,000  on 
Water  Bonds  and  $138,000  on  School  Bonds. 

On  June  1,  1956,  $153,000  2.80%  issue  of  Sewer  Bonds  was  financed 
through  the  National  Shawmut  Bank  of  Boston.  This  issue  will  mature 
over  a  period  of  twenty  (20)  years.  Ten  thousand  each  year,  1959  through 
1968  inclusive,  eight  thousand  in  1969,  and  five  thousand  each  year  1970 
through  1978  inclusive.  The  balance  outstanding  on  December  31,  1958 
$2,746,000. 

Through  the  School  Building  Assistance  Commission  the  Common- 
wealth of  Massachusetts  again  reimbursed  the  Town  on  the  maturity 
of  School  Bonds  for  the  same  amounts  as  in  1957,  $55,000  on  the  High 
School  and  $14,544.91  on  the  Veterans  Memorial  School  for  a  total  of 
$69,544.91  assistance. 

Interest  paid  on  all  bonds  came  to  $76,076.75.  This  includes  an  In- 
terest payment  of  $2,142.00  due  December  1,  1958  on  the  1958  Sewer 
issue  which  was  not  provided  for  by  the  Town  Meeting  when  they  passed 
on  the  bond  issue.  Subsequently  the  amount  was  obtained  by  a  transfer 
from  the  Reserve  Fund.  A  detailed  analysis  of  Indebtedness  follows  later 
in  the  report. 

TEMPORARY  LOANS 

The  Town  Treasurer  borrowed  $700,000  to  finance  the  municipal  gov- 
ernment in  anticipation  of  taxes.  All  temporary  loans  were  paid  off  by 
December  12,  1958.  The  total  sum  borrowed  was  $100,000  less  than  in  1957 
and  $200,000  less  than  in  1956.  An  example  of  how  a  healthy  financial 
structure  helps  the  taxpayer  is  indicated  by  the  cost  of  borrowing  in 
anticipation  of  revenue.  Interest  on  temporary  loans  in  1956  cost  the 
town  $11,04653.  Interest  on  temporary  loans  in  1958  cost  the  town 
$3,603.  97  a  savings  of  $7,442.26  over  the  1956  figure.  Of  course  we  cannot 
control  the  interest  rate,  which  in  1956  was  high,  but  we  can  see  a 
definite  advantage  in  as  little  borrowing  as  possible. 
TAX  TITLES  AND  POSSESSIONS 

On  January  I,  1958  there  was  $16,662.35  outstanding  on  Tax  Titles. 
During  the  year  the  Treasurer  collected  $7,482.03  on  redemptions,  the 
Collector  added  $12,924.57  to  the  total  for  unpaid  taxes.  With  abatements 
and  audit  adjustments  in  the  amount  of  $1,375.71  during  the  year  the 
outstanding  balance  December  31,  1958  was  $20,729.18. 

On  January  1,  1958  there  was  $93,193.53  outstanding  as  unsold  Tax 
Possessions.  During  the  year  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  by  public  sale, 
received  $13,889.00  for  the  various  parcels  sold.  The  adjustments  for  profit 
and  loss  of  book  values  on  the  sales  left  a  total  outtanding  of  $70,209.69 
on  December  31,  1958.  This  was  a  reduction  of  $22,893.84  lor  the  year. 
GENERAL  FINANCIAL  CONDITION 

One  of  the  key  figures  in  determining  our  tax  rate.  Estimated  Re- 
ceipts, proved  to  be  a  little  less  conservative  than  the  previous  year.  In 
1957  there  was  a  net  gain  of  $64,279.46  for  the  year  in  our  E.  R.  account. 
This  year,  1958.  the  net  gain  was  S10.346  12  or  $53,933.34  less.  The  gain 
itself  can  be  attributed  to  a  final  distribution  of  State  Income  and  Corp- 
oration Taxes  received  on  December  23,  1958  in  the  amount  of  $27,720.00. 
Estimates  that  fell  short  weer  approximately  $23,000  in  Old  Age  Recov- 
eries which  was  uncommonly  high  in  1957  and  in  Water  Revenue  about 
$19,000  short  of  1957  receipts. 

In  Town  Appropriations  the  sum  of  $4231755  was  transferred  to  the 
Revenue  account  from  unexpended  departmental  balances.  The  total 
credit  Revenue  balance  of  $52,885.60  was  then  transferred  to  Surplus 
Revenue. 

The  Surplus  Revenue  (E&D)  account  carried  a  balance  of  $312,056.89 
on  January  1,  1958.  In  this  amount  $200,959.13  was  certified  as  "free  cash". 
The  annual  town  meeting  appropriated  $95,000.00  of  this  amount  leaving  a 
balance  of  $105,959.13  in  *'Free  Cash".  The  December  31,  1958  balance  in 
Surplus  Revenue  is  $283,20657  "Free  Cash"  on  this  date  as  certified  by 
the  Department  of  Corporations  and  Taxations  is  $185,910.89  a  $15,046.24 
decrease  from  last  year. 

The  continued  cooperation  of  the  many  Town  Officials  and  Commit- 
tees during  te  past  year  is  herewith  gratefully  acknowledged.

Gentlemen: 

The  Board  of  Zoning  and  Bund- 
ing Appeals  submits  herewith  its 
report    for    1958. 

As  provided  by  Chapter  40  of  the 
General  Laws,  as  amended,  the 
Board  is  a  tribunal  created  for 
the  purpose  of  hearing  appeals 
from  the  arbitrary  restrictions 
placed  upon  the  Superintendent 
of  Buildings  in  issuing  permits 
both  the  zoning  and  building  by- 
laws. 

The  legislature,  in  its  wisdom, 
has  provided  lor  Boards  of  Ap- 
peal, who,  after  conducting  pub- 
lic hearings  and  complying  with 
all  provisions  of  the  statute,  may, 
under  special  conditions,  and  only 
by  unanimous  vote,  grant  vari- 
ances and  special  permits  order- 
ing the  Superintendent  of  Build- 
ings to  Issue  either  building  or 
occupancy  permits. 
During  the  past  year,  the  Board 
of  Appeals  bas  heard  32  (thirty- 
two  i  appeals  for  variances.  Of 
this  total.  29  petitions  (twenty- 
nine),  have  been  granted  and  3 
(three),  denied.  Many  weekly 
meetings  and  field  trips  to  view 
various  properties  throughout  the 
town,    were    conducted. 

The  Board  regrets  to  announce 
that  during  the  year.  Mr.  Peter 
A.  Rossetti.  a  valued  regular 
member  for  many  years,  tender- 
ed bis  resignation  to  your  hon- 
orable body  so  that  be  would  be 
free  to  assume  membership  on 
the  honorable  Saugus  School  Com- 
mittee. Resolutions  of  regret  were 
sent  to  Mr.  Rossetti  by  the  Board 
Similar  Resolutions  were  sent  to 
Mr.  Daniel  H.  Silver,  an  associate 
member,  and  Clerk  of  the  Board 
for  several  years,  who  tendered 
his  resignation  because  of  profess 
sional  obligations.  Both  Mr.  Ros- 
setti and  Mr.  Silver  bad  served 
well  and  without  remuneration  of 
any  character  in  their  respective 
positions  as  regular  and  associate 
members,  other  than  the  realiza- 
tion of  making  a  contribution  to 
their  fellow  citizens. 
The  Board  was  pleased  to  greet 
as  a  new  associate  member,  fil- 
ling Mr.  Silver's  unexpired  term, 
Mr.  James  F.  Hanlon.  Mr.  Han- 
Ion  will  also  serve  as  Clerk  of 
the  Board. 

The  Board  is  equally  pleased  to 
announce  that  during  organization 
at  mid-year,  Mr.  Walter  F.  Ho- 
gan  was  unanimously  elected 
Chairman. 

Due  to  the  end-of-year  election 
of  Mr.  Rossetti  to  the  School 
Committee,  his  successor  has  not 
yet  been  named  to  membership 
on  the  Board. 

In  closing,  the  Board  would  like 
to  express  its  gratitude  to  the 
members  of  your  honorable  body; 
Town  Counsel  C.  Carroll  Cunning- 
ham, members  of  the  Planning 
Board,  and  all  other  officials  who 
have  helped  them  perform  their 
duties.

For  the  year  1958  the  Cemetery 
Department  was  operated  by  a 
crew  consisting  of  the  Superinten- 
dent and  four  permanent  men. 
As  has  been  the  practice  for 
many  years  several  temporary 
men  were  employed  during  the 
summer  season. 

The  sum  of  S27.161.65  was  ex- 
pended for  salaries  and  wages 
and  $4,381  55  for  the  expenses  of 
the  Department.  Theiv  were  120 
burials   for    the    year    1958. 

Total  receips  for  the  year  were 
as  follows:  Sale  of  Lots,  $2,560.00; 
Care  of  Lots.  $1.039  75;  Founda- 
tions. $988.90;  Interest  on  Perpe- 
tual Care  Funds.  $5,721.92;  Inter- 
ment fees,  $6,220.00;  and  Tomb 
Storage  $15.00,  making  a  total  ot 
$16,545.57. 

During  the  year  a  new  section 
known  as  the  Goding  Section  was 
opened  and  provided  approxima- 
tely 800  additional  graves.  Work 
was  started  In  the  expansion  of 
the  Catholic  Section  where  grad- 
ing, loaming  and  seeding  has 
been  done  and  when  completed 
there  will  be  many  additional 
burial  spaces  in  this  section. 

I  wish  to    thank   the   many   de- 
partments    for     their     cooperation 
and  assistance  during  the  year.

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1958  Report 

of  the 

Public  Welfare 

To    the    Town    Manager: 

This  Annual  Report  of  the  Pub- 
lic Welfare  Department  for  1959 
Is  intended  as  a  summary  of  the 
monthly  reports  that  have  been 
submitted  and  published  in  the 
local   newspapers. 

The  staff  remains  the  same  — 
one  Agent,  two  Social  Workers, 
and    two    Clerks. 

The  same  four  programs  are 
administered,  by  the  agency,  as 
previously  —  Old  Age  Assistance. 
Aid  to  Dependent  Children,  Dis- 
ability Assistance  and  General 
Relief.  It  seems  unnecessary  to 
review  the  distinctive  features  of 
each  program  here  since,  through 
the  cooperation  of  the  Saugus  Ad- 
vertiser and  the  Lynn  Sunday 
Telegram,  interpretive  articles 
were  published  a  few  months  ago 
In  both  newspapers. 

On  Old  Age  Assistance  we  had 
an  average  monthly  caseload  of 
196  and  began  1959  with  198 
cases.  Tne  average  payment  per 
case  was  $86.85  per  month.  Total 
expenditures    $220,940.83. 

On  Aid  to  Dependent  Children 
we  had  an  average  monthly  case- 
load of  19  and  began  1959  with 
19  cases.  The  average  payment 
per  case  was  $116.19  per  month. 
Total    expenditures     $27,652.78. 

On  Disability  Assistance  we 
had  an  average  monthly  case- 
load of  19  and  began  1959  with 
19  cases.  The  average  payment 
per  month  $89.87  per  case.  Total 
expenditures    $23,163.61. 

On  General  Relief,  in  which 
there  is  constant  fluctuations  in 
number  of  persons  involved,  we 
had  a  high  caseload  of  15  during 
the  month  of  March  and  began 
1959  with  10  cases.  Total  expendi- 
tures $19,292.69. 

Although  we  cite  average  pay- 
ments per  case,  this  figure  is  not 
a  good  index  of  the  xpense  in- 
volved. Each  case  is  aided  on  an 
Individual  budget  basis  and  there 
Is  wide  variation  in  the  amounts 
paid  to  individuals.  Another  fac- 
tor to  be  taken  into  consideration 
in  these  payments  in  income  a- 
vailable  to  the  client  or  contri- 
butions from  legally  responsible 
relatives. 

The  total  cost  of  running  the 
department  for  1958  was  $313,622.- 
96.  The  total  receipts  were  $239,- 
204.95.  Net  cost  to  the  Town  of 
Saugus  $74,458.01. 

In  writing  any  Annual  Report 
one  must  not  only  look  backward 
to  see  what  has  been  done  but 
also  look  forward  to  see  the  chal- 
lenge of  the  future.  For  the  past 
several  years  now  we  have  had 
a  constant  turnover  in  our  pro- 
fessional personnel.  This  loss  of 
experienced  help  can  be  ascribed 
to  our  failure  to  pay  competitive 
salaries  in  a  field,  the  field  of 
social  work,  where  there  is  an 
extreme  shortage  of  trained  peo- 
ple. In  an  effort  to  remedy  this 
siluation  there  is  to  be  included 
in  the  Town  Warrant  this  year 
an  article  for  the  adoption  of  the 
Welfare   Compensation    Plan. 

Under  both  Federal  and  State 
Legislation  the  Department  is 
charged  with  more  than  just  the 
giving  of  financial  assistance.  As 
a  preventive  measure  the  various 
causes  of  dependency  must  be 
explored.  This  task  requires  a 
trained,  educated  person.  During 
the  past  year  there  have  been 
many  instances  where  employees, 
of  the  staff,  have  served  people 
of  the  community  with  problems, 
other  than  financial,  and  for  this 
we  are  grateful.  Thus,  our  depart- 
ment has  given  the  opportunity 
to  move  through  the  area  which 
the  public  agency  has  long  felt 
It  should  —  service  to  people. 
This  shows  a  growing  acceptance. 
by  the  community,  that  the  pub- 
lic agency  is  not  a  service  solely 
for  persons  in  .  need  of  financial 
assistance. 

No  department  can  operate 
successfully  without  the  coopera- 
tion of  other  units  of  Government 
and  this  has  been  true  of  the 
Welfare   Department   in   1958. 

We  believe  it  to  be  appropriate, 
here,  that  we  express  our  appre- 
ciation to  the  elected  and  appoint- 
ed officials  and  the  people  of 
Saugus.  as  well  as  the  press,  for 
their  cooperation  with  us  in  help- 
ing to  solve  some  of  our  prob- 
lems.

Playground  Commission 

The  Board  of  Playground  Com- 
missioners  plauned  and  carried 
out,  under  competent  supervision, 
a  successful  program  of  activities 
for  the  year  1958.  Our  summer 
program  was  a  most  gratifying 
and  rewarding  one  under  the  su- 
pervision of  Mrs.  Sally  Crawford, 
assisted  by  Jay  Nelson  and  ten 
instructors.  Additional  success  ot 
the  program  was  enjoyed  by  the 
employment  of  two  male  teen- 
agers to  carry  forth  a  planned 
program  of  more  strenuous  acti- 
vities al  all  playgrounds. 

There  are  six  complete  play- 
grounds namely.  Stackpole,  Lynn- 
hurst,  Bristow,  Stocker,  Anna 
Parker,  and  Hurd  Avenue,  Play 
areas  are  located  at  Grand  View" 
Park,  North  Saugus,  Oaklandvale 
and  Golden  Hills. 

The  program  for  continued  im- 
provement of  all  playground  fa- 
cilities was  substantially  advanc- 
ed with  a  complete  new  shelter" 
and  storage  area  being  erected  by 
residents  of  Hurd  Avenue  at  the 
Hurd  Avenue  Playground,  from 
funds  made  available  from  the 
playground  budget.  A  new  slide 
was  installed  at  Bristow  Street, 
complete  set  of  swings  and  see- 
saws at  Hurd  Avenue,  children's 
swings  at  Lynnhurst  and  seesaws 
at  Anna  Parker.  Of  major  pro- 
portion was  the  completion  of  a 
basketball  hot  top  area  at  Grand 
View  Park,  water  line  and  bubbler 
installation  at  Hurd  Avenue  and 
a  new  fence  at  Lynnhurst  separa- 
ting the  ball  field  from  the  play 
area.  Additional  stonedust  was 
made  available  at  Lynnhurst  from 
funds  raised  by  residents  of  the 
neighborhood. 

Giant  strides  have  been  made 
toward  the  eventual  completion  ot 
a  much  needed  playground  build- 
ing at  Anna  Parker  for  the  stor- 
ing and  maintaining  of  all  equip- 
ment and  necessary  records.  We 
acknowledge  the  able  advice,  su- 
pervision and  efforts  of  the  Build- 
ing Department  under  Mr.  Waiter 
Daniels, 

This  past  year  every  effort  was 
made  without  success  to  employ 
a  full  time  male  playground  dir- 
ector which  we  feel  is  necessary 
for  a  more  rounded  out  and  more 
'complete  playground  program. 
However,  qualified  candidates 
felt,  justly  so,  that  the  remunera- 
tions for  the  many  requirements 
set  forth  were  inadequate.  Re- 
quest for  increased  sunds  in  our 
new  budget  for  this  post  have 
been  inserted  in  order  that  this 
necessary  position  may  be  filled. 

Our  Commission,  under  the  di- 
rection of  the  Town  Manager,  is 
making  every  effort  to  make  sub* 
stantial  strides  and  definite  pro- 
gress toward  the  completion  of  a 
playarea.  with  equipment,  in  our 
Golden  Hills  section  on  land  taken 
by  our  town  for  this  purpose. 
Plans  and  programs  for  the  con- 
struction have  been  formulated 
by  Mr.  Ernest  Pesce,  Superinten- 
dent of  Public  Works  Department 
and  Mr.  Henry  Seaver  of  the 
Town  Engineering  and  Planning 
Department. 

The  Playground's  annual  Fourth 
of  July  celebration,  at  the  various 
locations,  has  been  most  success- 
ful in  every  way,  funds  annually 
being  supplied  by  the  Town  Man- 
ager and  supplemented  with  nee- 
essary  additional  revenue  from 
canvas  made  in  local  areas.  Size- 
able ice  skating  areas,  located  on 
several  strategic  playgrounds 
throughout  the  Town,  have  proved 
most  rewarding  to  parents  and 
children  alike.  Permanancy  of 
this  program  is  planned  by  the 
Playground,  Public  Works  and 
Fire    Department. 

Finally  we  wish  to  publicly  er- 
press  our  appreciation  for  the 
efforts  and  knowledge  passed  oa 
to  the  present  Board  of  Play- 
ground Commissioners  by  former 
Chairman  Kenneth  B.  Nies  and 
Commissioner   John   Scire.

This  piece  of  Apparatus  was  re- 
cently rebuilt  by  the  combined 
efforts  of  the  members  of  this 
Department  and  the  fine  coopera- 
tion of  The  Ace  Welding  Co., 
Newhall  Ave.  Saugus,  headed  by 
Mr.   James  Sacco. 

Engine  No.  4,  now  consists  of 
&  complete  new  body.  Booster 
pump,  500  gallon  water  tank, 
paint  with  gold  leaf  letters  and 
accessories.  The  labor  on  this 
project  required  many  hours  giv- 
en willingly  and  freely  by  mem- 
bers of  the  Department,  Engineer 
Attilio  DiTomasso  of  the  Ace 
Welding  and  Mr.  James  Sacco  at 
ft  minimum  of  cost  to  the  Town. 
Aerial  Ladder,  1952  Mack  65' 
Aerial  Ladder  Truck.  Fine  Condi- 
tion. Car  No.  2,  Chief's  Car.  1957 
Chevrolet  4-door  Sedan.  Fair  con- 
dition. The  supplementary  Equip- 
ment, Lighting  Unit,  Portable 
Pumps,  Life  Boat  and  Rescue 
Equipment,  Resuscitalor,  Oxy- 
gen and  Fresh  Air  Masks  and 
other  necessary  equipment  is  in 
good  condition  with  a  few  addi- 
tions needed. 

Building  and  Contents 

The  fine  cooperation  of  Mr. 
Waller  Daniels,  Building  Supt., 
keeps  the  Fire  Station  Building 
in  good  Repair.  The  members  of 
the  Department  do  any  necessary 
painting.  The  furniture  of  the 
Station  is  now  twenty-three  years 
old  and  must  be  replaced.  This 
could  be  done  within  a  two  or 
three  year  period.  During  the 
year  1958,  this  Department  an- 
swered 130  calls  for  Fire,  Emer- 
gencies, Oxygen,  Accidents  and 
numerous  others.  Due  to  an  un- 
usual rainfall  the  calls  for  Forest 
Fires  were  less  than  the  previous 
year.  Fire  loss  was  kept  to  a 
minimum  also  with  the  establish- 
ment of  a  Fire  Prevention  Bureau 
headed    by   Lieutenant   Newhall. 

I  recommend  again  this  year 
that  the  man-power  be  increased 
by  the  addition  of  at  least  two 
men  to  balance  working  shifts. 
The  ever  increasing  population 
and  extensive  road  building  will 
require  the  location  of  another 
Fire   Station  in    the    near    future* 

I  wish  to  extend  my  thanks  to 
the  Chief  of  Police  and  his  de- 
partment, the  Superintendent  of 
Buildings,  Walter  Daniels,  Sup't. 
of  Public  Works,  Ernest  Pesce. 
Director  of  Civil  Defense,  Earl

The  purpose  of  the  Bureau  of 
Fire  Prevention  is  to  make  in- 
spections to  prevent  the  loss  of 
life  and  the  protection  of  property 
from  fire  by  removing  and  cor- 
recting any  condition  that  is 
potential  life   and   fire   hazard. 

The  schools  of  the  Town  of 
Saugus  which  are  one  of  our  pri- 
mary concern  are  inspected  per- 
iodically to  keep  them  as  safe  as 
possible  from  fire  for  the  safety 
of  our  children,  our  teachers, 
personnel  and  the  public  when 
meetings  are  conducted  and  pub- 
lic functions  are  held. 

Many  improvements  have  been 
made  in  the  schools  In  regards  to 
exits,  fire  escapes,  emergency 
lighting  fire  alarm  signal  system, 
better  housekeeping  in  the  line  of 
accumulation  of  rubbish  and  other 
some  schools  has  been  improved. 
Fire  drills  are  conducted  through- 
out the  year,  weather  permitting 
by  the  bureau  and  are  conducted 
often  by  the  principals  of  each 
school  at  their  discretion. 

The  Fire  Chief  has  recommend- 
ed in  the  past  that  the  schools 
be  equipped  with  sprinkler  sys- 
tems. It  is  recommened  that  all 
schools  not  already  equipped  with 
ft  suitable  type  of  fire  alarm  sig- 
nal system  connected  to  a  mas- 
ter type  box  in  the  municipal  sys- 
tem   be  installed. 

It  U  recommended  that  all 
schools  be  equipped  with  adequate 
fire  escapes  that  lead  directly  to 
the   outside    ground   level. 

I  recommend  that  schools  which 
ftre   heated   by   oil   burning   equip- 
ment,   be    equipped    with    an    ap-

tor for  the  disposal  of  rubbish 
and  paper.  One  has  already  been 
installed  in  the  Sweetser  School, 
department. 

The  Nursing  homes,  rest  homes, 
convalescent  homes  and  Saugus 
General  Hospital  are  inspected 
every  three  months. 

Several  of  the  churches  are  U> 
spected  each  year  and  many  in> 
provements  and  corrections  havt 
been  made  at  our  suggestion 
through  the  cooperation  of  tht 
Clergy  and  Boards  of  Trustees  at 
these  churches. 

Industrial  plants,  shops  etc, 
are  Inspected  periodically,  often 
accompanied  by  a  representative 
of  the  New  England  Fire  Insuo- 
ance  Rating  Bureau. 

Stores,  public  buildings,  place* 
of  public  assembly,  places  of  en- 
tertainment, restaurants,  garages, 
apartment  houses,  gasoline  sta- 
tions, motels,  tourist  homes  and 
many  others  are  inspected  as  of- 
ten as  possible  for  safety  and 
protection  against  fire. 

During  the  year  1958  the  bu*. 
eau  had  more  than  two-hundred- 
flfty  oil  burner  installations  to  U> 
3.806.95  spect,  sixty-two  low  pressure.  beW 
376,119.85  ter  known  as  bottle  gas  and  stat- 
age  installations  to  inspect.  Sey- 
eral  gasoline  tank  installation* 
and  tank  removals. 

The  investigation  of  complaints 
of  various  nature  which  often  re- 
quire the  aid  of  the  police  depart- 
ment has  been  conducted. 

There  are  many"  details  connect 
ed  with  the  bureau  which  require 
attention  and  have  to  be  conduct 
ed  outside  of  the  regular  tour  of 
duty  hours.

Civil  Defense  Director 

General  CD  activity  reached  an 
all  time  high  during  1958.  Twice 
its  forces  were  called  upon  to  cope 
with  emergencies,  first,  during  the 
Maiden  and  Medford  fires  with  out 
floodlighting  units,  then  by  Lynn, 
with  the  same  unit,  and  then  by 
the  State  Police  of  Lynnfield  for 
aid  in  finding  a  lost  huckleberry 
picker.  It  is  most  gratifying  W 
mention  that  it  was  a  member  of 
our  Saugus  Rescue  Squad  with  the 
aid  of  our  powerful  floodlights  who 
found  this  man  deep  in  the  woodf* 
Sirens  for  the  air  raid  warning  sy»- 
tem  have  been  checked  and  tested> 
and  siren  tests  will  be  in  operation 
along  with  the  City  of  Lynn  test  on 
the  first  Wednesday  of  each  months 
when  the  public  is  notified  thm 
the  press  of  such  tests  being  mada 
Several  volunteers  attended  schools 
and  some  new  recruits  were  sworn 
in.  uniforms  and  equipment  for  the 
auxiliary  fire  and  rescue  units  were 
purchased,  and  the  auxiliary  police 
division's  training  schedule  contin- 
ued, further  cooperation  between 
Red  Cross  and  Civil  Defense  wa# 
achieved  and  during  the  year  th» 
Director  attended  whatever  Are*, 
Sector,  or  local  meetings  demanded 
his  presence. 

Probably  the  biggest  stimulant  to 
CD  was  the  addition  of  nine  mem- 
bers of  a  motorcycle  club  alonff 
with  an  amphibious  duck.  The  pro- 
curement of  surplus  property  alorui 
for  the  town  to  the  amount  of 
$39,842  and  which  actually  cost  tho 
Town  $391  was  in  Itself  a  consider*- 
able  saving  to  the  Town,  as  weB 
as  having  a  generous  stockpile  of 
smaller  training  CD  equipment.  The 
official  CD  News  bulletin  published 
In  Natick  had  this  to  sav  about 
the  Town  of  Saugus.  that  they  are 
the  best  equipped  CD  community 
on  the  North  Shore,  with  a  willing 
group  of  civic  workers  who  would 
be  able  to  perform  the  duties  need- 
ed  for  any  emergency. 

The  citizens  of  Saugus  have  been 
Impressed  by  the  array  of  eou'P- 
ment,  as  shown  In  the  parades  and 
after  obtaining  these  surplus  ve- 
hicles to  be  used  for  CD  purposes, 
the  auxiliary  firemen  and  rescue 
groups  spent  an  estimated  2700 
hours  reconditioning  and  painting, 
the  eleven  pieces  now  available  *s*

151  plumbing  permits  were  issued 
for  new  dwellings  and  other  build- 
ings, and  239  plumbing  permits  for 
remodeling,  etc. 

151  permits  were  issued  for  sep- 
tic tanks  and  effluent  systems. 

31  applications  were  processed  and 
approved  for  sewer  connections. 

41  permits  for  rebuilding  old  cess- 
pools and  blind  drains. 

Licenses  were  issued  for  20  Drain 
Layers,  and  some  of  these  were  spe- 
cial licenses  for  particular  struc- 
tures. 

7  permits  were  issued  for  trans- 
portation of  Night  Soil. 

4  permits  for  maintaining  dumps. 

8  permits  for  transporting  Butch- 
ers Waste  material. 

11  permits  for  transportation  of 
garbage. 

Acting  in  accordance  with  Chap- 
ter 94  of  the  General  Laws  -and  the 
Board  of  Health  Rules  and  Regula- 
tions, the  following  permits  were 
Issued: 

73  Ice  Cream  (stores! 
6  Ice  Cream  (dealers) 

37  Oleomargarin 

86  Milk  (stores) 

27  Milk  (dealers) 
1  Non-Alcoholic  Beverages 
1  Meat  Processing  Plant 

One  hundred  and  thirty-fire  milk 
samples  were  collected  and  analyzed, 
and  water  from  14  sources  were 
taken  and  analyzed.  The  laboratory 
Is  located  in  the  basement  of  the 
Bweetser  School  and  is  approved  by 
the  State  Department  of  Public 
Health. 

Acting  under  Chapter  140  of  the 
General  Laws,  324  cabin,  motel  and 
3  Trailer  Coach  Park  permits  were 
also  issued.  All  of  these  are  inspect- 
ed periodically. 

Tins  department  also  issued  three 
permits  for  Kindergartens,  4  for 
convalescent  homes,  and  1  hospital 
license. 

Also  139  animal  permits  to  keep 
livestock  were  issued,  39  licenses  to 
sell  nnti-freeze  denatured  alcohol, 
in  tilling  stations  and  hardware 
stores. 

The  dogs  continue  to  bite  at  about 
the  same  ratio  each  year.  This  year 
this  department  quarantined  169 
dogs.  Four  dogs  were  unknown  and 
had  to  be  boarded  for  14  days, 
which  is  the  quarantine  period,  at 
♦1.00  per  day.  This  procedure  is  re- 
Quired  by  Statute  Law. 

166  burial  permits  were  issued. 
This  number  Just  covers  the  people 
who  expire  in  Saugus. 

The  garbage  and  rubbish  contracts 
terminate  this  year  and  new  con- 
tracts wlil  be  awarded  in  March.  We 
have  the  usual  run  of  complaints  — 
063  garbage  complaints  and  220 
rubbish  complaints. 

51  complaints  were  received  for 
overflowing  cesspools.  17  for  illegal 
dumping  and  47  miscellaneous  com- 
plaints were  investigated  and  cor- 
rective suggestions  were  made  to 
eliminate  the  nuisances. 

As  in  the  past.  I  have  worked  In 
•©-operation  with  the  Board  of  As- 
sessors in  turning  over  to  them  a 
report  of  all  remodeling  and  altera- 
tion work  within  the  Town  of  Sau- 
gus in  connection  with  plumbing, 
so  they  could  revalue  the  same. 
Also  I  have  given  them  the  number 
and  kind  of  livestock  housed  within 
the  Town  of  Saugus. 

To  keep  abreast  of  new  laws  and 
legislation,  and  up-to-date  methods 
in  plumbing  and  Public  Health 
work,  I  have  attended  various  meet- 
ings in  the  Commonwealth,  for  the 
interest  of  the  Town  of  Saugus. 

As  in  the  put.  it  is  necessary 
for  me  to  make  reports  to  the  Divi- 
sion of  Sanitary  Engineering,  De- 
partment of  Public  Health.  Division 
of  Livestock  Disease  Control,  and 
Division  of  Food  and  Drugs,  of  the 
Commonwealth. 

Wakefield  is  under  a  three  year 
contract  to  dump  in  the  Town  of 
fiauHus  for  the  sum  of  (l 5,000.00  per 
Fear  The  Town  of  Saugus  is  to 
maintain  the  dump  and  therefore 
we  have  installed  a  very  capable 
caretaker  to  supervise  the  dumping. 
This  is  absolutely  necessary  to  con- 
trol dumping  at  this  site,  and  we 
will  have  a  dump  lor  a  good  num- 
ber of  years. 

In  1957  I  submitted  a  list  of  streets 
most  vitally  in  need  of  sewer  con- 
struction, I  am  very  pleased  that 
construction  was  started  on  Lincoln 
Avenue  in  1956,  and  will  conitnue 
ur.

In  the  maintenance  of  our  public 
buildings,  we  have  made  a  great 
deal  of  progress,  considering  the 
small  number  of  our  maintenance 
crew.

The 
original  floors  were  over  50  years 
old.  and  it  Is  my  intention  to  replace 
two  or  three  classroom  floors  each 
year  until  the  complete  school  is 
finished.

a  The  material  on  this  building 
was  furnished  by  the  Playground 
Commission,  but  most  of  the  labor 
was  with  Building  Department  per- 
sonnel. More  work  will  be  required 
on  this  building,  but  I  believe  that 
the  small  amount  of  money  and 
time  required  to  complete  this  pro- 
ject win  make  it  more  than  worth- 
while. 

In  conjunction  with  the  above 
■projects  mentioned,  the  Building 
Department  personnel  n1m>  took 
care  of  literally  hundreds  of  small 
repair  jobs,  from  replacing  panes 
of  glass  to  repairing  radiators  and 
heating  systems. 

When  a  department  has  only  four 
maintenance  men.  we  are  fortunate 
in  being  able  to  accomplish  some  of 
the  projects  mentioned,  as  consider- 
able time  is  taken  up  with  the 
minor,  but  important,  maintenance 
duties. 

it  would  like  to  be  able  to  fulfill 
all  the  requests  as  to  maintenance 
from  the  P.T.A..  the  School  Depart- 
ment, and  tlie  Principals  of  each 
school,  but  it  is  virtually  impossible 
to  do  so  with  a  limited  budget,  and 
too  few  personnel.  The  only  alterna- 
tive is  to  complete  what  I  would 
consider  the  most  imperative  pro- 
iects  as  to  the  preventative  mainte- 
nance, safety  of  pupils,  etc. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  School  De- 
partment for  their  co-operation  and 
financial  help  that  was  extended  to 
the  Building  Department  in  the 
past  year.  Some  of  the  projects 
would  not  have  been  completed 
without  their  help  —  particularly 
the  new  fire  escape  at  the  Jr.  High 
School. 

The  major  project  undertaken  ni 
1956  was  the  renovation  of  the  Jr 
High  School.  Out  of  $30,000.00  allo- 
cated by  a  Special  Article,  we  ac- 
complished the  following  wort: 


Fourteen  classrooms  were  com- 
pletely done  over,  with  new  floors, 
Iigttiing,  paint,  and  new  acoustical 
ceilings  In  seven  rooms.  In  doing 
this  renovation  job,  we  tried  to  get 
the  most  out  of  the  Special  Article 
insofar  as  the  most  necessary  re 
pairs  were  concerned. 

I  felt  that  the  floors  in  general 
were  in  deplorable  condition,  along 
with  the  electrical  system,  through- 
out the  school,  and  these  two  items 
were  a  "must"  as  far  as  the  work 
to  be  done. 

The  electrical  system  was  com 
pletely  changed,  or  replaced,  with 
the  most  modern  type  used  In  con- 
struction. The  rooms  that  were  not 
renovated  still  have  the  old  wiring, 
but  the  new  conduit  is  in  place  and 
will  be  very  easily  tied  into  the 
system  when  the  rest  of  the  school 
Is  finished.  Actually,  there  is  more 
work  involved  in  doing  an  electrical 
job  such  as  this,  than  on  a  new 
building,  because  all  conduit  steel 
tubing,  etc.,  must  be  hidden  in  the 
walls  and  ceilings,  therefore  requir- 
ing much  tearing  out  and  repairing. 

Along  with  the  new  lighting  sys- 
tem, a  new  clock  system  was  in- 
stalled, consisting  of  41  new  clocks 
and  a  Master  clock:  also  a  complete 
new  fire  alarm  system,  that  is  tied 
into  the  regular  fire  alarm  system 
for  the  Town.  The  conduit  and  boxes 
for  a  Public  Address  System  were 
also  installed,  and  we  hope  that  in 
1959  funds  will  be  available  to  fin- 
ish the  rest  of  the  system. 

One  of  the  major  Items  electri- 
cally, was  the  emergency  generator 
system.  This  unit  eventually  will  be 
able  to  supply  the  whole  school  with 
electric  power  In  case  of  a  power 
failure  on  the  outside.  The  size  of 
the  service  Installed  is  also  large 
enough  (600  amps.)  to  more  than 
take  care  of  any  added  loads,  even 
with  the  so-called  1936  addition  tied 
into  the  system. 

As  previously  mentioned,  it  was 
our  policy  to  expend  this  money  in 
the  most  useful  and  productive  man- 
ner, and  I  wish  to  state  at  this  time 
that  our  department  always  wel- 
comed the  constructive  and  helpful 
suggestions  from  Mr.  Eddy,  the  Su- 
perintendent of  Schools,  and  Mr. 
Davis,  Principal  of-  the  Jr.  High 
School.  Their  Interest  In  this  pro- 
ject was  very  great,  and  I  believe 
the  Town  owes  these  men  many 
thanks,  Mr.  Davis  spent  many  eve- 
nings with  myself  and  the  electri- 
cians at  this  school,  giving  sugges- 
tions and  ideas  so  that  the  school 
would  be  operating  properly  on 
opening  day. 

In  the  year  1959  this  department 
is  hoping  to  receive  the  necessary 
funds  to  finish  this  project,  and 
then  I  believe  we  will  have  a  Jr. 
High  School  that  win  be  in  A-l  con- 
dition, and  one  that  the  Town  should 
be  proud  of. 

In  conclusion  I  want  to  say  that 
It  has  been  a  pleasure  to  work  un- 
der the  direction  of  a  Town  Manager 
who  shows  interest  in  each  depart- 
ment, and  cooperates  at  aU  times, 
whether  the  project  in  question  be 
large  or  small.  I  realize  that  the 
Building  Department's  job  Is  a  con- 
tinual fight  against  the  elements 
and  time,  in  trying  to  keep  our 
public  buildings  in  top  shape,  but 
with  your  co-operation  in  the  future 
as  it  has  been  in  the  past,  I  am 
sure  that  the  Town  of  Saugus  will 
benefit  greatly,  and  be  proud  of  all 
our  school  buildings,  whether  fifty 
years  old  or  brand  new.

Library  Department 

At  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year  of 
1958  we  pause  to  review  our  year's 
accomplishments  and  to  evaluate 
the  work  of  our  department.  Again 
our  emphasis  is  on  the  work  with 
our  young  people.  We  are  surely 
grateful  that  these  youngsters  seem 
so  willing  and  happy  to  avail  them- 
selves of  our  facilities.  For,  as  we 
have  said  before.  If  young  people 
learn  to  love  books  and  reading  they 
are  laying  the  foundation  for  many, 
many  hours  of  pleasure  and  profit 
"n  their  mature  years. 

Our  children's  work  again  includ- 
ed Story  Hours  with  Mrs.  Warren, 
Mrs.  Adams,  Mrs.  Stephens,  Mrs. 
Piatt  and  Miss  Blackmer  as  narra- 
tors. During  Children's  Book  Week 
In  November  we  estimate  to  have 
told  stories  for  about  1000  children. 
These  Story  Hours  were  done  in  the 
schools  because  of  our  lack  of  ade- 
quate space  in  which  to  conduct 
such  activities  at  our  library.  Ele- 
mentary grades  of  all  buildings  ex- 
cept Central  Elementary  were  visited 
during  Book  Week.  We  had  an  un- 
usuaUy  favorable  response  to  our 
Summer  Reading  Project,  this  year. 
It  assuredly  pays  to  keep  the  young- 
sters reading  during  the  summer 
months. 

One  of  the  highlights  or  1958  was 
our  participation  In  the  first  an 
celebration  of  National  Library 
Week.  The  librarian  spoke  about 
library  services  and  plsins  for  the 
celebration  at  the  Riverside  Club. 
The  churches  furthered  the  Idea  hy 


good  coverage  in  their  weekly  pub- 
lications. The  week-long  affair  was 
climaxed  by  Open  House  at  the 
Main  Library. 

Miss  Marion  Starkey,  local  author, 
was  our  featured  speaker  of  the  eve- 
ning. We  were  happy  to  have  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  present  to  honor 
our  efforts.  The  wives  of  the  Select- 
men and  the  wives  of  the  Library 
Trustees,  with  Mrs.  Catherine  Rey- 
nolds as  chairman,  were  very  graci- 
ous hostesses  for  the  tea  which 
brought  the  week  to  a  happy  con- 
clusion. 

The  installation  of  a  metal  book- 
case at  the  Main  Library  in  1957 
narrowed  down  our  unoccupied  floor 
space  to  a  considerable  degree.  The 
The  addition  of  an  identical  one  and 
a  wooden  one  in  1958  has  used  up 
every  inch  of  floor  space  for  such 
equipment.  It  seems  too  bad  to  cur- 
tail our  services  to  the  townspeople 
for  lack  of  adequate  space  in  which 
to  function.  We  are  very  grateful  to 
the  personnel  of  the  Building  De- 
partment for  the  construction  and 
installation  of  these  bookcases.  This 
same  department  made  and  installed 
new  wooden  cases  in  the  Children's 
Room  at  the  East  Saugus  Branch 
Library.  We  were  fortunate  to  be 
able  to  purchase  new  metal  chairs 
for  the  Boys'  and  Girls'  Room  at 
the  Main  Library.  They  improve  the 
appearance  of  the  room  and  also 
provide  more  comfortable  seating 
for  the  children. 

Gift  books  were  presented  to  the 
library  by  several  people.  We  grate- 
fully acknowledge  the  kindness  of 
the  foUowing  donors:  Mrs.  Naomi 
Cherkofsky.  Mr.  Alfred  H.  Wood- 
ward, Dr.  and  Mrs.  Arbetter,  Rev. 
Father  Lawrence  McGrath  of  the 
Blessed  Sacrament  Church.  B'nai 
B'rith  through  Mrs.  Jean  Sherman 
and  the  children  of  the  Sweetser 
school. 

Our  display  cases  have  been  used 
for  many  exhibits  of  local  interest: 
Camp  Fire  Girls;  most  unusual  cer- 
amics by  Mrs.  Carleton  Symmes; 
and  arrowheads  loaned  by  John 
Waugh  —  to  mention  only  a  few. 
We  welcome  the  loan  of  exhibits  for 
display. 

All  In  all  we  feel  that  we  have 
had  a  good  year  in  spite  of  our 
cramped  quarters.  The  trend  In  the 
library  field  is  toward  expanding 
services  to  communities  and  we 
would  like  to  be  able  to  follow  this 
trend  —  by  having  film  and  record 
coUections  for  listening  and  lending: 
and  sponsoring  adult  discussion 
groups  and  regular  book  reviews. 
However,  these  must  wait  upon  im- 
proved physical  conditions.  A  loyal 
staff,  as  always,  has  been  the  means 
of  accomplishing  all  these  good 
things  in  our  department.

All  dogs  in  the  Commonwealth 
of  Massachusetts  must  be  licensed 
In  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  Section  37,  Chapter  140  of  the 
General  Laws.  In  order  that  the 
provisions  of  this  statue  may 
conformed  with,  law  enforcement 
officials  in  the  person  of  dog  offi- 
cers are  appointed  in  the  cities 
and  towns  of  the  Commonwealth. 

It  is  the  duty  of  the  dog  officers 
to.  see  to  it  that  every  dog  within 
the  confines  of  his  community  is 
licensed  In  accordance  with  the 
statutes.  During  the  year  1958, 
823  males  at  $2.00  each,  144  fe- 
males at  $5.00  each,  Ml  spayed 
females  at  $2.00  each,  1  kennel  at 
$50.00,  2  kennels  at  $25.00  each, 
3  kennels  at  $10.00  each,  total 
$3,578.00.  Fees  paid  to  Town  Tre- 
asury $378.50,  paid  to  Treasurer 
of  Essex  County  $3,199.50. 

This  money  Is  turned  over  to 
the  County.  After  nil  county  ex- 
penses concerned  with  the  licens- 
ing and  regulating  of  dogs  are 
paid  for  by  the  County  Treasurer 
the  balance  from  the  dog  fund 
licenses  are  returned  to  the  cities 
and  towns  of  the  County,  When 
these  funds  are  returned  to  the 
local  community  they  can  be  only 
used  for  educational  and  library 
purposes.  The  Town  of  Saugus,  if 
is  used  for  the  library  fund. 

It  has  been  the  practice  in  Sau- 
gus for  many  years  to  turn  these 
funds  over  to  the  Town  Library. 
What  the  Town's  return  will  be 
in  1959  from  the  1958  collections 
is  unknown   at   the   present   time.

Planning  Board 

To  the  Town  Manager: 

The  Annual  Report  of  the  Plan- 
ning Board  for  the  year  ending 
December  31,  1958,  is  herewith  sub- 
mitted : 

With  the  close  of  the  year  1958 
came  the  completion  of  one  of  the 
largest  "Title  Seven  Master  Plans' 
in  the  State.  This  board  has  de- 
voted an  immeasurable  amount  of 
hours  discussing  the  problems  with 
which  the  Town  of  Saugus  is  faced, 
Mr.  Nord  Davis  of  the  Nord  Davis 
Associates,  who  compiled  this  Mas- 
ter Plan,  also  met  in  long  sessions 
with  your  Planning  Board. 

In  executing  the  duties  of  the 
Planning  Board,  we  held  approxi- 
mately four  meetings  per  month, 
In  addition  to  our  regular  meetings 
we  convened  four  rezoning  hearings 
and  two  subdivision  hearings,  and 
received  applications  for  one  pro- 
posed subdivision  and  four  proposed 
zoning  changes. 

There  are  six  subdivisions 
which  construction  is  underway 
comprising  approximately  125  lots, 
which  upon  completion  will  net  an 
assessed  valuation  to  the  Town  of 
approximately  $625,000.  The  Plan- 
ning Board  requires  that  the  de- 
veloper absorb  all  cost  for  the  in- 
stallation of  water  mains,  sewer 
mains,  drainage,  road  surfacing,  etc 
and  is  so  bonded  to  the  Town  for 
the  faitliful  performance  of  the 
agreement  between  the  developer 
and  the  Town  of  Saugus. 

Among  a  few  of  the  larger  sub- 
divisions already  in  progress  are 
Athens  Drive,  Donna  Road  and 
Norma  Lane,  Sterling  Avenue,  Mi- 
lano  Drive,  McLean  Road  and  Lau- 
rine  Road. 

Many  weeks  of  work  are  consumed 
in  the  consideration  and  accept- 
ance of  a  subdivision,  as  each  de- 
velopment requires  preliminary 
meetings  with  the  developer  as  the 
tentative  plans  and  requirements 
are  meticulously  analyzed. 

One  of  the  important  aspirations 
of  the  Planning  Board  is  to  Increase 
the  square  foot  area  of  newly  created 
lots  in  Area  "A"  (west  of  Broad- 
way) from  the  present  minimum 
of  12.500  square  feet  to  20,000  square 
feet  with  a  minimum  frontage  of 
100  feet.  A  public  hearing  was  duly 
held  on  the  above-mentioned  area 
change  and  an  article  will  be  In- 
serted Jn  the  forthcoming  Town 
Meeting  Warrant. 

Several  meetings  were  held  with 
Mr.  Glen  Weeks  of  the  Melrose 
Public  Works  relative  to  the  relo- 
cation of  Stanley  Street,  This  board 
has  prepared  and  will  submit  an 
article  in  the  next  Town  Meeting 
Warrant  asking  for  the  acceptance 
of  this  street  by  the  Town.  The  re- 
construction of  this  Stanley  Street 
relocation  will  be  cost-free  to  the 
Town  of  Saugus,  to  be  borne  by  the 
New  England  Power  Company. 

For  the  past  several  years  the 
Planning  Board  has  been  the  van- 
guard in  preventing  "spot  zoning" 
within  the  Town  of  Saugus.  This 
undesirable  type  of  zoning  is  also 
corroborated  in  the  Saugus  Master 
Plan  as  being  a  detriment  to  the 
Town. 

The  Planning  Board  has  also 
viewed  all  street  acceptances  and 
will  submit  its  recommendations  on 
each  at  the  1959  Annual  Town 
Meeting. 


There  have  been  a  few  changes 
in  membership  during  the  past  year. 
Mr.  Andrew  Sorenson  resigned  as  a 
member  of  the  board  in  June  due 
to  the  pressure  of  other  business. 
Mr.  Harvey  Wasserboehr.  a  long- 
time member  of  the  board,  resigned 
upon  the  expiration  of  his  term  of 
office  last  October.  Mrs.  Irene  Rich 
resigned  as  Plaiining  Board  secre- 
tary. Mr.  William  Calhoun,  a  mem- 
ber of  the  board  and  former  Chair- 
man of  the  Board,  served  as  secre- 
tary until  August,  at  which  time 
Mrs.  Barbara  Lewis  (former  secre- 
tary of  the  board  from  1952  to  1957) 
re-assumed  the  duties  as  secretary. 

The  Planning  Board  presently 
consists  of  the  following  members: 
Mr.  Henry  Seaver,  Chairman:  Lewis 
O.  Gray.  William  Calhoun,  Douglas 
Waybright,  and  Roland  Dupuis. 

At  the  close  of  a  very  active  year, 
the  Planning  Board  and  Town 
Manager,  John  B.  Kennedy,  were 
invited  to  attend  a  formal  presen- 
tation of  the  completed  Saugus 
Comprehensive  Master  Plan  by 
Commissioner  John  T.  Burke  or  the 
Massachusetts  Department  or  Com- 
merce. This  took  place  in  December 
at  the  Department  or  Commerce  in 
Boston.  The  rormal  presentation 
was  attended  also  by  newspaper 
photographers  and  televison  camera- 
men. Wide  publicity  was  given  this 
event  as  it  was  the  largest  com- 
pleted Master  Plan  in  the  State  to 
date. 

The  Planning  Board  would  like  to 
publicly  express  its  appreciation  for 
the  timely  suggestions  and  co- 
operation it  has  received  from  our 
Town  Manager.  John  B.  Kennedy 
and  many  other  Town  officials.  With 
this  healthy  spirit  prevailing  in  1959, 


your  board  looks  forward  to  a  very 
productive  year.

During  the  winter  months  all  per- 
sonnel of  the  Public  Works  Depart- 
ment participated  in  plowing,  snow 
removal,  sanding  and  salting  of 
highways,  correcting  drainage  con- 
ditions, etc.

FORESTRY  &  PARKS  DIVISION 

This  division  collected  the  sum  of 
$177.16  for  damage  due  to  town 
owned  trees. 

This  division  topped  and  removed 
53  Elm  trees  and  removed  23  others 
Including  oak,  maple,  chestnut,  etc. 
and  planted  55  new  trees. 

Roadside  brush  was  cut  op.  var- 
ious streets  as  requested.  Also  spray- 
ed poison  ivy  in  various  sections  of 
the  town. 

All  town  elms  were  sprayed  for 
aim  leaf  beetles  and  elm  bark 
beetles. 

Checked  all  wooded  areas  for 
gypsy  moths  and  found  the  town 
to  be  in  a  very  good  condition  with 
regards  gypsy  moths. 

This  division  maintained  all  town- 
owned  greens  and  cut  and  main- 
tained all  the  town  playgrounds. 

In  addition  to  the  above  work 
this  division  has  also  done  other 
work  since  becoming  part  of  the 
Public  Works  Department.  This  div- 
ision participated  in  emergency 
work,  such  as  cleaning  out  brooks, 
road   patching,  snow  removal,   etc.

Herewith  please  find  an  outline 
of  the  work  accomplished  in  the 
Veterans'  Benefits  Department  for 
the  year   1958. 

Starting  off  in  January  there 
was  a  heavy  demand  made  on 
the  costs  of  medical  and  hospital 
expenses.  This  continued  through- 
out the  balance  of  the  year  caus- 
ing a  shortage  in  active  funds 
early  in  the  fall  which  had  to  be 
supplemented  by  two  transfers 
from  the  Reserve  Fund. 

There  were  62  cases  handled  in 
which  220  persons  were  benefited. 
They  were  as  follows:  Mexican 
Insurrection,  1;  World  War  1,  18; 
World  War  11,  31;  and  Korean 
Conflict,  6  cases.  Most  of  these 
cases  were  on  a  temporary  basis 
due  to  lack  of  work  or  illness  on 
the  part  of  the  wage  earner. 
There  are  at  present  15  perman- 
ent cases  on  file.  It  was  found 
necessary  to  deny  several  appli- 
cations that  did  not  comply  to  the 
directives  of  the  Commissioner. 

It  Is  with  appreciation  and 
thanks  that  I  wish  to  extend  to 
the  various  help  given  me  by  the 
departments  in  the  Town  Hall  in 
carrying  on  the  heavy  details  in- 
volved in  handling  cases  in  a  fair 
and  impartial  manner.
